Memos Needed To Fill 


Gaps O f Record 
P 
ITY the poor historian who must try to 
find the truth about the era we are 
now living in. There are more diaries, let­ 
ters. memoirs and other riocumente being 
accumulated than ever before. But the sum 
total probably produces less information of 
use to history than we had before the type­ 
writer was invented. 
For one thing, some of the most critical 
decisions made by men in high public of­ 
fice are never spelled out in documents at 
all. 
They are often the result of verbal 
agreements, and the 
only 
documentary 
evidence may be a note reading: “This is 
to confirnTour conversation of yesterday." 
Because so much history these days is 
being threshed out in verbal 
conference 
among men of high position, we are com­ 
pelled to fall back upon the various ver­ 
sions offered later by the individual con­ 
ferees. But, unhappily, the accounts seldom 
agree. Indeed, they frequently are diamet­ 
rically opposed. 
Take, for example, the question of our 
changing attitude toward Russia right aftei 
World War II. From President Trum an’s 
highly publicized new book we get one 
version. 
From form er Secretary of State 
Jam es F. Byrnes we get another. 
From 
Jonathan Daniels, southern 
editor 
once 
close to the White House as an adviser, still 
another. 
.Where does the truth lie? 
You can run down a long list of events 
of recent memory about which the same 
dilemma exists. There are half a dozen dif­ 
ferent stories in every case. Who to be­ 
lieve? 
Actually, it isn’t just the historian who 
suffers from the confusion. 
The 
baffled 
citizen, trying to decide w hether the poli­ 
cies of his leaders are wise or not, hardly 
knows where to turn. If he starts with an 
already conceived opinion, 
he 
naturally 
will choose the version that suits his pre­ 
judices. But if he is simply seeking the un­ 
colored truth, he’s in a bad way. 
The answer to this does not likely lie in 
wirirfg all our conference rooms with dic­ 
taphones or taking 
tape 
recordings 
of 
everything that passes between top offi­ 
cials. There is still a great deal of point in 
allowing our governm ent to ham m er out 
the raw material of policy in private. Men’s 
minds operate more freely 
beyond 
the 
glare of public attention. 
Yet there should be no endorsement of 
“secret" government, of a process by which 
Decisions are taken behind looked 
doors 
and sprung on the public completely cold. 
Once a tentative policy line is agreed on 
among the top brass, it ought to be sub­ 
mitted for study by all interested parties. 
If the subject m atter does not concern se­ 
curity or the most delicate diplomacy, it 
ought to have some m easure of public de­ 
bate before adoption. 
This procedure, of course, does not solve 
the problem of the historian and the citi­ 
zen who eventually would like to know— 
accurately—who said w’hat in the original 
high-level discussions. 
Maybe we should insist, 
by law, 
that 
foimal m em orandum s be dratted to em ­ 
body all policy decisions, so there will be 
no big gaps in the w ritten record. And per­ 
haps we ought to have a special corps of 
stenographic reporters to set down the full 
give-and-take of the 
preceding 
confer­ 
ences. 
These materials need not necessarily be 
published soon atter the event, unless this 
could be done without injury to the coun­ 
try or to honorable public servants. 
But 
They would be available w hen the time ar­ 
rived to oass lull and final judgment on 
the men and policies involved. 


new formula for wages throughout the 
country. 
The objective of the Wage Stabilization 
Board is to hold a checkrein on wages as 
a means *of preventing inflation. The ef­ 
fect of this recommendation, however, is to 
create new inflation. 
The steel industry will not accept a new 
wage contract of the scope recommended 
by the WSB unless the OPS, the price-fix­ 
ing agency of the government anti-infla- 
tion program, authorizes a substantial in­ 
crease in the price of steel.

T h at’s not the whole story, either.

The Wage Stabilization Board has not 
faced up to its responsibility on the issue 
of wages in the steel industry. It has taken 
the easy way out by yielding to the de­ 
mands of the union. And in so doing the 
WSB has dumped a really hot potato in 
the A dm inistration’s lap in 
this 
election 
year. 
The nation needs steel for the defense 
program. But it cannot obtain steel if the 
steel w orkers are on strike. A strike will 
develop, 
in all probability, 
if the steel 
companies decline to meet the recommend­ 
ations of the WSB. 
The steel companies 
will decline to meet the w age boosts pro­ 
posed by WSB unless OPS grants compar­ 
able price relief. 
Thus, it is apparent that the WSB’s rec­ 
ommendations are not in the public inter­ 
est. The public gets rooked either w ay— 
by a strike that shuts off the flow of steel 
if the WSB recommendations are not ac- 
cepied or by more inflation of the nation’s 
economy if the WSB report is accepted.

CRAZY PENALTIES 
(Iron Mountain News) 
On several occasions this newspaper has 
mentioned the gross inequality 
of 
sen­ 
tences imposed on persons convicted of 
similar crimes. One of the worst examples 
is the familiar sentence of “30 days or 
$30,” suggesting, that in the eyes of the law 
a tine of $30 is equivalent to a month in 
jail. The result is that the man who can 
pay the tine gets off with 
a 
ridiculously 
light sentence. If the time of the man who 
goes to jail is figured at $40 a week, his 
sentence proves to be more than five times 
as severe as that of the m an who can pay 
the original fine. Such inequality is a grave 
reproach to our judicial system. 
It is equally shocking, however, to learn 
that when a man comes out of prison he 
can escape a $15,000 fine by spending only 
an additional 30 days in confinement. That 
is what happened the other, day in the case 
of Bennett E. Meyers, 
former Air Force 
general, who had served a term for income 
tax evasion. The rule is that if a convict in 
a Federal prison takes a pauper's oath on 
completion of his term, and is found to be 
a pauper, he may be released after serving 
an additional 30 days regardless 
of 
the 
why was the fine imposed? To be sure, the 
G overnm ent could still collect the fine if it 
ever finds that Meyers is able to pay it, 
but that seems highly improbable. 
The 
very existence of the fine puts a premium 
upon continued pauperism. The possibilit> 
of wiping out a 30-day sentence with $30 
at the intake and of escaping a $15,000 fine 
with 30 days at the egress 
from 
prison 
shuuld at least hasten the appointment of 
a commission of experts to analyze the ex­ 
isting crude patchwork of penalties.

First-Time Heart Attacks Are 


Usually Not Fatal to Victims

W ASHINGTON— H ere 
is 
another 
in­ 
stallm ent in the amazing story of how to 
m ake a fortune while working for the gov­ 
ernment. 
It tells the story of ex-internal Revenue 
Commissioner Joe Nunan, once in charge 
of the nation’s taxes but who collected fat 
fees from companies that sought tax favors 
even while he was still working for the 
government. 
The press and public were shooed out 
when Nunan was called on the carpet by 
the King tax-fraud subcommittee, but this 
column is able to report exactly what hap­ 
pened. Here are the highlights: 
1. Nunan 
admitted 
receiving 
$25,000 
w orth of stock from Brown and Bigelow 
Corp., a St. Paul calendar manufacturer, 
which sought a special tax ruling in 1946. 
Internal revenue files on the case contain­ 
ed a special card, “Commissioner interest­ 
ed." Of course, the commissioner at the 
time was Nunan. 
A fter he resigned from 
government in 1947, he was promptly hired 
by Brown and Bigelow. 
2. The committee also cross-examined 
N unan about some stock that was paid to 
him by the Unexcelled Chemical Corpora­ 
tion. The peculiar fact is that the stock was 
not registered in N unan's name at all, but 
in street names. N unan also failed to report 
the stock on his incom e-tax returns until 
the committee started investigating. 
3. The House probers also questioned 
Nunan sharply about $25,000 in cash ~that 
he paid for stock in the Gaylord Container 
Corporation, a St. Louis m anufacturer of 
tin containers. The interesting fact is that 
he bought the stock while still the na­ 
tion's tax chief and about the same time 
he signed a favorable tax ruling for G ay­ 
lord on an income-tax case. 
I he files of the Gaylord case show a spe­ 
cial note: “Miss Rail. Please send special 
messenger to the commissioner this after­ 
noon, sure.—J. M. O." The note was dated 
Ju n e 26, 1946— two days before he signed 
the favorable ruling for Gaylord. 
GRAND JURY PROBE 
At fiist, Nunan tried to duck out of the 
hearing on the grounds that 
a 
federal 
grand jury is also investigating him. 
“ I think that I should be allowed to let 
tne grand ju ry complete its investigation 
before this committee should go ahead with 
its hearing,” he pleaded. 
But 
committee 
members turned him 
down alter talking it over among 
them ­ 
selves. Astute chief counsel 
Adrian 
De 
Wind then proceeded: 
Mr. Nunan, while you were commis­ 
sioner, you personally considered the 1946 
application of Brown and Bigelow for a 
(special) ruling, did you not?” phoned De 
Wind. 
“I didn’t personally consider it. It was 
considered by the income 
tax 
division," 
N unan replied. “I may have seen the letter 
that went out." 
“The action record card in the Bureau oi 
Internal Revenue bears the notation •Com­ 
missioner interested’," observed De Wind. 
“I never had any knowledge that they 
put those cards on file," protested the for­ 
m er commissioner. 
“That is net the point," interjected De 
Wind. “But you had expressed a personal 
interest in the case?” 
No doubt I must have to somebody,” 
acknowledged Nunan. 
De Wind then brought out that after Nu­ 
nan became Brown and Bigelow’s attorney 
in 1947 he had expedited a second ruling 
by phoning a few old contacts in the In­ 
ternal Revenue Bureau. 
Nunan modestly 
denied that he had done anything except 
arrange some appointments for the com­ 
pany’s regular attorney, Mr. Leach. 
“Mr. Leach’s firm expressed the view 
that your expediting efforts with the Bu­ 
reau ol Internal Revenue had enabled them 
to get a ruling they could not otherwise 
get. and it was considered by them to be 
well worth the $25,000 fee," 
commented 
De Wind. 
UNUSUAL STOCK PAYMENTS 
But Nunan protested that the $25,000 in 
stock was for his legal advice on a Secur­ 
ities and Exchange Commission matter. 
Pi e\ lous to that time had you appeared 
bel ore the Securities and Exchange C o m - I 
mission?" demanded 
Wisconsin’s 
sharp- I 
eyed Congressman John Byrnes. 
“No. sir,” answered Nunan. 
“Did you have any familiarity with the 
SEC and the problems of security regis- 1 
tration?" De Wind chimed in. 
“Not too much, no, sir,” admitted Nunan. 
“If you were not familiar with the SEC, 
you were unable to give. . . any advice," 
snapped De Wind. 
“Only advice as a lawyer might give,” 
acknowledged Nunan. 
As for his stock in the Unexcelled Chem­ 
ical Corporation, Nunan explained this was 
payment tor legal work on a labor case.

LONDON— Britain’s nationalized 
electricity is weighing large-scale 
construction of one of the w orld’s 
most ancient power-producing de­ 
vices—windmills. 
Officials of the British Electri­ 
city Authority, which runs the in­ 
dustry, are considering a plan for 
sprinkling about 500 large wind­ 
mills along the nation’s west coast 
during the next five years. 
The 
idea would be to lighten the bu r­ 
den on Britain’s tight coal supply, 
since the electric power industry’s 
more modern 
steam 
generators 
are the 
country’s 
biggest 
coal 
burners. 
Each of the proposed windmills 
would have a capacity of about 
3,000 kilowatts—enough power to 
light up the homes of a town of 
about 3,000 to 4,000 people. 
All 
told, they would boost Britain’s 
present 
15-million-kilowatt gen­ 
erating capacity by IO per cent. 
Wales to Get One First 
Geoffrey Lloyd, minister of fuel 
and 
power, has just given the 
British Electricity Authority per­ 
mission to build a 100-kilowatt 
:‘pilot” windmill in Wales. 
It is 
to begin turning the wind into 
“juice" this summer. 
If it works 
out as expected, B.E.A. officials 
hope to begin putting up a string 
of the bigger ones “within two 
years." 
They would stretch from 
the southern tip 
of 
Britain 
at 
L and’s End to the islands north of 
Scotland, and would supply towns 
as far as 50 miles inland. 
The 
wind-churned 
electricity 
w ouldn’t be sold directly to homes 
and factories. 
If it was, such us­ 
ers would be subject to the same 
becalming that plagued sailors of 
old. 
The windmill juice would 
be sold to local electricity systems, 
which, 
during 
windy 
periods, 
would be able to slow or shut 
down 
their 
steam-making 
and 
save coal on their regular gener­ 
ators while the fast-moving air 
produced the current. 
The electricity planners figure 
the windmill scheme could save 
the nation up to 4 million tons of 
badly needed coal annually. U n­ 
der 
present 
arrangements, 
the 
power industry would bite an es­ 
timated IO million tons out of the 
15-million-ton increase 
in 
coal 
production Britain aims to achieve 
by 1956. 
The 
windmill 
scheme 
is 
the 
brainchild of a government and 
industry - supported organization 
known as the Electrical Research 
Association. 
E. W. Golding, the 
association’s windmill expert, be­ 
lieves the scheme is the most am ­ 
bitious windmill power-generating 
plan ever developed. 
The only current-m aking w ind­ 
mill he knows of that approaches 
the size 
of 
Britain’s 
projected 
3.000-kilowatt ones is 
a 
1,250- 
kiiowatt installation built during 
World War II near Rutland, Vt. 
It was allowed to lie idle after the 
war when it broke a blade, and 
cheap, 
more dependable hydro­ 
electric power discouraged its re­ 
placement. 
Windmills Would Be Cheaper 
In addition to saving coal, the 
windmills would provide electri­ 
city more cheaply, says Mr. Gold­ 
ing. 
“The fuel cost for making a 
kilowatt-hour (enough electricity 
to keep ten I OO-watt bulbs lit for 
an hour) by steam runs to about 
half a cent," says he. “ By wind, 
counting the costs of depreciation 
and everything else, it wouldn’t 
run over a quarter of a cent.” 
Mr. Golding adds that a wind­ 


mill plant would cost only $1,400 
a kilowatt of capacity compared 
with $1,540 for its steam genera­ 
tor counterpart. 
To find suitable sites for the 
windmills, the association had its 
surveyors collect reams of data on 
how fast and how often the wind 
blows over different parts of Bri­ 
tain. 
To drive the generators, the 
association figured it needed wind 
velocities of at least 17 miles an 
hour. 
The proposed British windmills 
wouldn’t look much like the fam ­ 
ous ones the Dutch use to pump 
w ater off their low farmlands. Nor 
would they operate on the same 
principle as do the tiny two-kilo- 
w att windmill power generators 
on m any American farms. 


The 
British 
windmill 
would 
consist of a 100-foot-high hollow 
tube about two feet in diameter, 
with a big three-bladed propeller 
atop it. 
Like the blades of a 
building ventilator, the rotating 
propellers would suck air out of 
the hollow tube. 
A heavy tur- 
•bine would be 
placed 
on 
the 
ground so that fresh aid from the 
ground 
level 
would 
rush 
up 
through the turbine blades into 
the hollow tube as it is sucked up­ 
ward 
to replace the air being 
sucked out at the top. 
This rush 
of air from the bottom would turn 
the turbine blades and generate 
electricity. It would eliminate the 
friction involved in conventional 
windmills, where the blades are 
usually geared directly to the tur­ 
bine with a rod.

On Court 


The position of the 25th Ju d i­ 
cial D istrict B ar 
Association 
on 
proposed division of the district 
into two circuits was outlined at 
a State Senate hearing in Lansing 
last w eek by a B ar Association 
com m ittee 
com prising 
A ttorney 
M ichael D. O’Hawt of Menominee; 
Ernest W. Brown, Iron M ountain, 
and George Quinnel, M arquette. 
Division of the circuit is pro­ 
posed in a bill which has passed 
the House of Representatives in 
the M ichigan Legislature and is 
now in the Judiciary Committee 
of the State Senate. 
The bill, in­ 
troduced by Rep. Jam es Goulette, 
Iron M ountain, would retain Delta 
and M arquette Counties in the 
25th Circuit and create a new 41st 
Circuit, composed of Menominee, 
Iron and Dickinson Counties. 


Review Steps Taken 
At the hearing in Lansing, the 
U. P. com m ittee outlined the steps 
taken by the 25th Judicial Bar As 
sedation prior to introducing the 
bill to divide the circuit. A Study 
Com m ittee composed of three sen­ 
ior 
practicing 
attorneys: 
Leigh 
Caswell of Crystal Falls, Raym ond 
T urner of Iron 
M ountain, 
and 
John J. O’H ara of M enominee to­ 
gether 
with 
H arlan 
Yelland 
of 
Escanaba and George Quinnel of 
M arquette, recom m ended to the 
bar a division of the circuit w ith 
the three westerly counties of Me­ 
nominee, Dickinson and Iron to 
form the new addition leaving 
M arquette and Delta as the pres­ 
ent 25th circuit. 
The 
resolution 
of the com m ittee was subm itted 
to the bar of the circuit and it 
was adopted as the position of the 
association. 
Dissatisfaction w ith 
the bar action was expressed by 
attorneys from Delta County, and 
at the suggestion of Circuit Judge 
Glenn W. Jackson, the bar was 
polled by secret ballot. 
This resulted in a confirm ation 
of the action of the association. 
Questioned by mem bers of the 
Judiciary 
Com m ittee 
as to the 
need of redistricting the Upper 
Peninsula, the com mittee agreed 
that the basic need in the Upper 
Peninsula as well as the whole 
state m ight very well be a redis­ 
tricting, but the difficulty in a r­ 
riving at agreem ent in 40 judicial 
circuits would so long delay ac­ 
tion upon the im m ediate problem 
faced in the 25th, that the com m it­ 
tee favored action now. 
It was 
further pointed out that in the 
event of a redistricting 
of 
the 
state, the newly created circuit 
would stand in no different posi­ 
tion than any other circuit in the 
state, and would be subject to 
consolidation in any over-all plan. 


200 Days Of Hearings 
Figures adduced by the com m it­ 
tee based on averages obtained for 
the length of C ircuit Court term s 
in each of the five counties com­ 
prising the circuit established that 
the single circuit judge was in­ 
volved in 200 days of hearing 
cases in the 250-day working year. 
The rem aining 
50 
days 
would 
therefore have to include travel­ 
ing tim e betw een the five circuits, 
any special motion days, prepara­ 
tion and w riting of opinions, and 
any tim e for relief from judicial 
duties that m ight be left to the 
present judge. 
In the past two term s of the C ir­ 
cuit Court in M enominee County, 
the com m ittee pointed out, calen­ 
dar progress was seriously affect­ 
ed by the overload in the Delta 
County term which precedes the 
Menominee term of court. Figures 
indicated that 106 cases were list­ 
ed on the last calendar in the 
Delta County term . 
Attorneys 
Denis 
McGinn 
and 
Harlan Yelland of Delta County 
appeared in opposition to the bill. 
Subsequent action by the 25th C ir­ 
cuit Bar on Saturday, March 22 
disassociated the stand of the 25th 
Circuit Bar from the position tak­ 
en by the individual attorneys.

VIENNA, A ustria—One of the 
most popular men in Europe to­ 
day is Leopold Fig!, chancellor of 
Austria. 
A fter spending an af­ 
ternoon and 
evening 
w ith 
the 
chancellor, we have an idea w hy 
he is so idolized by his people. 
He’s a real guy. 
We met C hancellor Figl in the 
huge conference room at the A us­ 
trian chancellory w here, in 1815, 
the famous T reaty of Vienna was 
signed form ally ending the Napo­ 
leonic 
wars. 
England, 
France, 
G erm any and Russia were signa­ 
tories of the fam ous pact. 
The 
room in which 
the 
treaty 
was 
signed, and in which our press 
conference with Chancellor Figl 
was held, is about 75 or 80 feet 
long. 
It is typical of the m edieval 
splendor with which such rooms 
w ere decorated and furnished— 
high ceilings, w hite paneled walls 
with a gold leaf decorative motif, 
huge crystal chandeliers, a long, 
m ahogany table around which all 
50 of our group sat with plenty of 
room, and four giant double-door 
entrances. 
We wondered why the four en­ 
trances. 
The chancellor told us 
that when the building was erect­ 
ed there w ere only two entrances. 
One opened into the m ain foyer 
and the other into the chancellor’s 
office. 
But, at the tim e of the 
signing of the Treaty of Vienna, 
there was considerable discussion 
about which representatives of the 
signatory nations 
should 
enter 
first. 
None of the officials w ant­ 
ed it to appear as though any na­ 
tion had 
been victor over the 
others. 
So two more entrances 
were constructed, and all four re ­ 
presentatives and their aides en­ 
tered the room sim ultaneously. 


W hat 
Does 
Chancellor 
Figl 
think about the im m ediate danger 
of war? .Well. he’s optim istic on 
that point. 
He told us that, al­ 
though there is considerable ten ­ 
sion in the world, which is alw ays 
dangerous, “there are no elem ents 
which point to an im m ediate out­ 
break of hostilities.” 
His obser­ 
vations should be considered in 
the light of the fact that his is an 
occupied country and

But, is this essential to happi­ 
ness? That is the question raised by the following letter from a dis­ 
turbed and worried mother: 
(Q) “Our daughter of 18 is going to marry an only child of 
23. Although she has paid for nearly half the furniture, she tells 
me they are going to live with his folks. She says he doesn’t 
want to rent a place as that is ‘throwing away money’. He hasn't 
one cent saved although he has worked since he was 15 and has 
never paid board. Together they earn enough to have a place 
of their own but she says she wants to decide things for herself. 
Is there anything we can say to make her see she is losing some­ 
thing she can never gain back by not being alone when first 
married?”—Mrs. D. M. 
(A) I do not feel that it is essential to have a place of their own 
for young people to bo happy. If they arc buying their own furniture, 
they can make the room or rooms they share a “place of their own” 
even if it is in the home of the young man’s parents. 
If I were in your place, I would be far more concerned about 
the fact that this man is contemplating marriage without a cent in
